The Fall Term was well governed and well taught by Miss 
Lizzie W. Johnson, who is apt to teach and rules by sympathy 
and kindness, the two most powerful, controlling influences in 
the universe.

This is a superfluous District and is a decided disadvantage to 
every family within its bounds. They had but one term this year ;

DISTRICT No. 9. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Hattie M. Conant. 
This school passed a very satisfactory examination. Some of the 
best readers considering their age found in our summer schools 
were found here. Good progress was made. Length of school, 
12 weeks. No. scholars, 25. Average attendance, 19. 

The Winter Term was a very profitable one taught by Miss 
Hattie HE. Darling, whose scholars imbibed very much of her zeal 
and energy, and made excellent progress. The first and second 
classes in Reading were very good, as also were all the classes, 
embracing the most advanced part of the school. We heard 
some very fine Declamations the last day of the school. Length 
of school, 12 weeks. No. scholars, 27. Average attendance, 19. 


DISTRICT No. 10. 


There was but one term, and that in the Fall in this District, 
commenced by Miss Ann McDaniel. After a few weeks, she 
was taken sick, and the school was continued by Mr. Chas. Mc- 
Daniel, who carried successfully through his fourth school, in 4 
successive winters. Excellent progress was made. Length of 
school, 103 weeks. -No. scholars, 383. Average attendance, 23. 


DISTRICT No. 11. 


The Summer Term, taught by Miss Mariam E. Smith, waS 
quite successful. Some very good classes. Very good progress 
was made. Length of school, 11 weeks. No. scholars, 39. 
Average attendance, 36. 

The Winter Term was taught by Mr. Chas. McDaniel, who 
faithfully performed his part, and secured the hearty cooperation 
of both parents and scholars. During this term great improve- 
ment was made with respect to order, and there was very good 
progress. Length of school, 10 weeks. No. scholars, 47. Av- 
erage attendance, 41. 
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DISTRICT NO. 12. 


The District had two terms, both taught by Miss Sallie Merrill 
who has had charge of that school at different times 103 months. 
Good order prevailed, and thorough drilling was manifest. Very 
good progress was made. ‘There is apparent a good interest in 
the cause of education in this District. 

Length of school in Summer, 13 weeks; in Winter, 11 weeks.

DISTRICT NO. 18. 


The Summer Term at the Church Family of Shakers was very 
successfully taught by Miss Mary M. Irish. ‘This school was at- 
tended only by girls from the three Families. Miss Irish is a 
very good teacher, and her school made excellent progress, and 
is one of the best schools in town. Length of school, 16 weeks. 
No. scholars, 38. Average attendance, 37. 

Mr. Sylvester Russell, Jr. taught the Winter School, all boys. 
His sisal seemed to have a very good understanding of the 
studies pursued, and answered readily but were not so ready in 
their explanations as they would have been had they been drilled 
in this, as were the scholars of the summer school. Good pro- 
gress was made. Length of school, 14 weeks. No. scholars, 30. 
Average attendance, 28. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


The Summer and Fall Terms were both taught by Mrs.Lucinda 
W. Noyes. ‘The first term was visited once and appeared very 
well, and the first notice your Committee had of the Fall term 
was after its close. Mrs. Noyes has in another District proved 
herself amply competent, and we doubt not her scholars en- 
joyed all the instruction they were prepared to receive. 

Length of Summer school, 11 weeks ; Fall, 9 aveeks.

DISTRICT NO. 15. © 


This District had two terms of school this year both under the 
charge of Miss Laura Waterman, who gave complete satisfaction.

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appoint a Prudential Committee who feels interest enough to visit 
the summer school twice, and the winter school three times, 
we should have more first rate schools.

DISTRICT No. 16. 


Both Summer and Winter Schools were well taught by Miss 
Ellen M. Stickney. ‘This is, considering the age of the schol- 
ars, a very forward school and very good improvement was made.

No. Scholars in Summer, 11, in Winter, 8. 

Average attendance in Summer, 8, in Winter, 73. 


DISTRICT No. 17. 


The Summer Term was taught by Miss Mary A. Clough with 
excellent success. This School takes rank with the first class of 
schools in this town, and was very much advanced this term. 

Length of School, 8 weeks. No. scholars, 22. Average at- 
tendance, 17. 

The Winter Term was taught by Miss Lizzie W. Johnson with 
her usual good success. Better recitations we have not heard, 
neither have we witnessed more marked improvement. Certainly 
scholars can learn amid the ruins of a school-house. 

Length of school, 93 weeks, _ No. scholars, 28. Average at- 
tendance, 24. 


DISTRICT No. 18. 


The Barker Family of Shakers sent their girls in Summer to 
the Church Family School, and Samuel L. Elkins taught the 
boys this Winter.’ Mr. Elkins belongs to the first class of teach- 
ers, and a school under his care cannot fail to make, as this has 
done, very good progress. Here is a good school-house, well 
supplied with Globe, Clock, Charts, Maps, &c. 

Length of school, 14 weeks, No. scholars, 17. Average at- 
tendance, 16. ‘ 
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Your Committee have endeavored, in representing the schools, 
to use their best judgment and present their condition in the true 
light. Errors there may be, and probably are in the statistics ; 
for some have been detected in the Registers, from which we 
make our Report, and corrected, and others we fear, which we 
have not the means of correcting. We have done the best we 
could under the circumstances. More might have been said, 
but we deemed it not best. Many suggestions we might make, 
which we omit. Some we feel in duty bound to make :— 
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First. A greater interest should be felt and manifested by 
Parents and Guardians with respect to Common Schools. If this 
was done, much of the expense of sending scholars away from 
home to school might be avoided ; and those who cannot go from 
home would haye superior advantages. 

In the second place, we would suggest, that Prudential Com- 
mittees ought never to feel themselves under any obligations to 
employ a person because they were the first to apply ; but en- 
gage only such as they are well assured are competent to govern 
and control the school, and exert over the minds under their care 
an influence that shall be promotive of good in all time to come. 

Upon our third suggestion, so much has been said about our 
poor old School-houses, we need not repeat it. We will only 
say, that but ten out of the eighteen Districts in the Town have 
a School-house worthy of the name. Could the Town be rightly 
divided into Districts, fifteen School-houses would be better for 
the Town than eighteen. 

We would further say, that of the teachers employed during 
the year all except three have previously had more or less expe- 
rience in teaching. Most of them have done well, and many of 
them very well. Five males, and twenty-six females have taught 
thirty-four terms in this town during the year. ’ Seventeen of the 
teachers are residents of this town, and fourteen are residents: 
of other towns in this State and Vermont. Dr. 8. G. Wood had 
the charge of the summer schools, at the close of which he re- 
signed. | 

In conclusion we-would say, our earnest desire and efforts: 
have been to advance the interest of the schools. Whether we 
have succeeded, is for those interested and observing to judge.. 

Our prayer is that the common schools may be conducted im 
such a way that their salutary influence may be exerted over the 
the minds, and hearts, and lives of all our youth.
